DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 2000- 
264357 in view of Pruckler (US 6,253,951). 

JP 2000-264357 discloses a protective cover of easily deformable material having a 
plurality of radial cuts 5' concentric with the cover body (fig. 5). The document is silent 
regarding radial notches, the notches arranged such that the radial cuts are between the radial 
notches. 

Pruckler teaches it is known to provide a protective cover with notches or slits on a 
peripheral edge to make folding the cover over the rim of a container easier. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of radial notches to the protective cover of JP 2000-264357 and to . 
space the radial notches such that the radial cuts are therebetween since applying a known 
technique to a know device ready for improvement would lead to predictable results. Doing so 
allows for easier molding of the protective cover to an associated container rim without the risk 
of tearing the protective cover in the process. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 8, paragraph 2, filed October 2, 2007, with respect to 
claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view 
of the prior art as set forth above. 

Conclusion 

3. In view of the new grounds of rejection, this Office action is made non-final. 
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4. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37
